Stanley Collins, a brakesman on an 
L. & N. freight, came near meeting 
a horrible death at Latham station, 
just north of the river, last Sunday 
afternoon. 

He was standing on the rear plat- 
form of the caboose of his train 
signaling his engineer, and of course, 
was looking intently toward the head 
of his train. Another freight was 
switching at the same time on an- 
other track. Before Collins knew 
anything he was struck by the rear 
car of the other train and knocked 
off the platform, falling in the space 
between the two tracks. 

When the man was picked up he 
was unconscious. However, he soon 
regained consciousness and was 
brought to the station in this city and 
Dr. Blakey was summoned by phone. 
His wounds were dressed and pro- 
nounced not of a serious nature, 
though it will be several days before 
he will be able to do any work. 

Collins' injuries consist of a bruis- 
ed side, a wound back of the head 
and a bad cut in the face; his nose 
said to have been nearly cut off. 

The unfortunate young man 
home is in Earlington. He had a 
very narrow escape from death, as 
he fell so near the train on the con- 
verging track. The accident, so far 
as we learn, can not be attributed to 
the carelessness of Collins or the 
men of the other train.

Everywhere In the far east la to 
be found at work the leaven of a new 
spirit of progress and Independence. 
Japan has done things, and the neigh- 
boring countries all through Asia are 
sitting up and taking notice. China 
is awakening, or rather awakened, 
and is rapidly modernizing her life. 
Industrially, commercially and Intel- 
lectually, as well as remodeling her 
army aad navy alons Hie moat up-to- 
date lines, and the other adjacent 
countries are feeling the influence of 
such movement, in fart, so general is 
this new spirit manifesting itself that 
it is being referred to as Pan-Orlental- 

It has cropped out in India, the 
country over which Great Britain has 
ruled so long, with such pride, and 
shall we say, so well, for there Is no 
question but that in many respects 
British administration In India has 
been enlightened and beneficial. 
In spite of this and perhaps as a re- 
sult of the enlightenment and the ed- 
ucational work which Britain has 
wrought. India Is beginning to feel a 
spirit of unrest. She has wrought 
under the hand of a master; n 
wants to have the chance t< 
what she can do for herself. 

It would be impossible to ci 
any Britisher In or out of India that 
the chief aim and efTect of British rule 
have not been and are not now f 
the advantage of the natives; and 
is not easy to refute the long esti 
lished presumption, even if one we 
disposed to undertake the task, whl 
I am not. In Its more obvious ma 
fe.-itatlons the government la excellei 
Its general administration being I 
usually efficient and free from petty 
official corruptions. All this is 
mon knowledge. Since she abandoned 
the attitude of conqueror for that of 
pacificator. England's treatment of 
the natives of all classes has been 
generally beneficent and humane: 

Let us take conditions as they are. 
and the natives are dissatisfied with 
the conditions. Most dissatisfied of all. 
as a rule, Is the educated native^ He 
may hold a good lob, as Jobs go In In- 
dia, may be a Judge or sub-governor, 
but he knows that always above him 
Is a man not a native of the country 
(at least in a racial sense) In whom 
the real and final authority Is vested. 
India is progressing, but Indians are 
not at the helm. 

While many Indians have developed 
a capacity in modern erudition not 
excelled anywhere, there has grown 
up a large class of half-educated per- 
i, usually called babus. These 
babus fill the minor government posi- 
tions, are the clerks, salesmen, book- 
keepers, telegraphers, stenographers, 
so faith of commerce and Indus- 
Many babus are of mixed blood, 
through alliances between foreigners 
and natives, thus acquiring some of 
the prestige of the white race while 
retaining close touch with the oriental. 

The babus are the visible cause of 
the present agitation, and it la through 
them that the virus has extended to 
the people. The exact origin of this 
particular wave or unrest is hard to 
trace. How long it has surreptitious- 
ly percolated and smoldered under the 
crust which separates the ruling class 
from the mass cannot be definitely es- 
tablished. Indeed, when has it ever 
ceased to smolder? Hut it began to

It Is 
the first cousin of "The Oriental for 
Orientals." "China for the Chinese," 
and similar catch-phrase doctrinea. 
Dense as the mass In India Is, the vic- 
tory of Japan has penetrated its inner 
consciousness. In fact, 
was taken to see that It did.

She 
communicated with friends in Casky, 
who took her to their home. On j 
his first visit to the house the negro 
left his hat, which is said to have 
been identified.

On 
the same trip he also arrested An- 
drew Whitlock, colored, upon a 
charge of burglary. He is charged 
with having entered the home of 
Lula Withers and to have beaten her 
in much the same manner as Mrs.

All of the negroes 
were brought to jail. 

Pool was tried yesterday and 
turned loose. Slaughter gave bond 
and will be tried Friday. Whitlock 
is still in jail.

Thomas Garth, who keeps a res- 
taurant in Elkton, was shot and dan- 
gerously wounded Saturday night 
by a negro named Finis Mimms. 

The particulars as given to Chief 
Roper are that Mimms was employed 
by Garth as a waiter in the restaur- 
rant. During Saturday a man went 
into the restaurant and ordered his 
dinner. After getting through with 
his meal he paid the waiter who 
handed the money over to Garth. 

Later in the day Garth, in some 
way learned that Mimms, as the 
story goes, did not pay the proprie- 
tor all the money that he had re- 
ceived from the man who had taken 
his dinner. When Garth mentioned 
the matter to Mimms the negro be- 
came very indignant and used some 
bad language to emphasize his pro- 
testations of innocence. Words 
multiplied and finally endedj in 
the negro shooting Mr. Garth 
and making his escape before th 
officers heard of the trouble- 

The last seen of the negro he was 
making good speed two miles this 
side of Elkton. Nothing had been 
seen of the negro here yesterday 
morning, though the police have 
been watching for him. It is not 
believed at police headquarters that 
Mimms will come this way, but rath- 
er that he will make his way to 
Tennessee and escape arrest. 

The condition of Garth is not con- 
sidered dangerous, though his 
chances of recovery are lessened by 
the prevailing excessively hot weath- 
er. 

Nothing, so far as we have heard, 
has been said of a lynching if the 
negro is caught. But in the light of 
the recent troubles up there, and the 
memory of the slaying of Officer 
Dickinson at Trenton by a negro still 
lingering in the minds of the people, 
if Mimms does not use his heels to 
the very bes_t advantage he will 
doubtless have a chance at star-gaz- 
ing at the dangling end of a rope.
